EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—The 
death of an Amboy young 
man Saturday 
following a 


fight with some Iowa football 
players after a football game 
Friday night, calls for some 
solemn thinking. 


It has not been firmly establish- 


ed who provoked the fight, who 
was responsible for the unfortunate 
street battle. It can be deduced 
that the fight occurred in an at- 
mosphere of tension following a 
football game. Some remarks were 
exchanged, tempers flared and a 
fatal injury was inflicted in a mat- 
ter of minutes.

It can be assumed that William 


Latta, the dead youth, knew to 
whom he was speaking prior to 
the incident. It ca.n also be as- 
sumed that the Bettendorf squad 
members knew that Latta repre- 
sented someone closely associ- 
ated with Amboy fandom. 


The thing to be made clear is 


that tension does exist during 
and following high school foot- 
ball game*. A won or lost de- 
cision leaves aroused emotions. 
What has not been thoroughly 
discussed in this case was the 
inability of a battery of adults— 
coaches and a bus driver—to con- 
trol this situation. This fact ap- 
pears both incredible and regret- 
table.

We have been pondering" the Wil 


liam Latta incident against a 
backdrop of disturbing high school 
football game incidents occurring 
throughout this area. If you are a 
football fan, you certainly have 
noticed them also. 


A good share of the incidents 


occurred on the playing field. 
Players have been ejected in 
wholesale numbers. A friend of 
ours heard a football player (a 
relative) boast after a game in 
which his team was victorious, 
that his teammates inflicted a 
good share of bodily damage on 
their opponents. He was gloat- 
ing, not over the score, but of 
the rule infractions they were 
able to get away with. My friend. 
a woman, was both amazed and 
disturbed. The team in question 
has been highly successful, a 
mitigating circumstance, appar- 
ently, in the eyes of the boy's 
coach.

But William Latta is dead as a re- 
sult of a reaction stemming from 
a prep school contest.

State's Atty. Bales Plans to 
Investigate Death of Latta 


Some Angles 
Not Clear^ 
He Claims 


Wants to Know What 
Started Post-Game 
Battle in Amboy 


State's Atty. James Bales 


said today he would launch 
an investigation of a fight 
Friday night which resulted 
in the death Saturday of Wil- 
liam Robert Latta, 20, an 
Amboy machinist. 


He told newsmen that he wasn't 


fully satisfied with some aspects 
of the case. 


"I haven't come to a decision in 


this case yet," Bales said. "There 
are a number of aspects that I 
want to check thoroughly. Until the 
completion of my investigation, 1 
won't know if criminal charges are 
justified." 


Bales said he plans to question a 


number of witnesses to the fatal 
street battle between Latta and 
members of the Bettendorf, la., 
football squad which occurred in 
front of the Amboy cafe Friday 
night. The altercation ensued after 
some remarks were exchanged and 
Latta became embroiled with at 
least two of the Bettendorf play- 
ers. 


A coroner's jury Sunday ruled 


that Latta's death was the result 
of a skull fracture he sustained in 
a fall on an Amboy street during; 
a fight. 


Accounts Differ 


The fall, it is believed, resulted 


when Latta became engaged with 
Jim Fox, 17. Bettendorf player, 
and Fox slipped behind Latta, 
gapping him about the waist. Ac- 
counts differ on whether Fox "fell" 
with Latta after lifting him off his 
feet, or "threw" him to the pave- 
ment. 


Fox is a three-year veteran of 


the Bettendorf High School wres 
Uing team. 


Fox became embi oiled with Lat- 


ta after Latta had been disengaged 
from a battle with Charles Hack- 
ett. 19. 200-pound Bettendorf full- 
back. Spectators agree that Hack- 
ett was winning the barefist battle 
at the time they were separated. 
Latta was described as being five 
feet, 10 inches tall and weighing 
175 pounds. 


Fox. in his testimony to a coro- 


ner's jury, maintained that he was 
defending himself from a blow 
thrown by Latta. He said that he 
and Latta became engaged after 
Latta "shoved" him. • 


Who Provoked It? 


Bales is believed to be interested 


in just how the fight was pto- 
voked, and xvho provoked it. That 
ivas not made clear at the inquest 
heanng. although the Bettendorf 
Mayers denied any provocative re- 
marks or actions. 


They testified that they were 


merely "horsing around'-' m front 
of the cafe and that Latta appar- 
ently became incensed at their 
actions. 


It was not made clear, also, what 


caused Latta to suddenly pull into 
the curb, jump out of his car and 
approach the Bettendoif youths 
with the alleged remark. "What 
are you wise asses laughing 
about?" 


Latta was not present at the 


Amboy-Bettendorf game, it was 
eported. and it is not known con- 
•lusively that he knew the outcome 
of the contest. Bettendorf won 21-0 
n a game that was marked with 
some player misconduct. 


Murder Ruled Out 


Bales said today that he has al- 


•eady mled out a charge of mur- 
der in the case. He said, however, 
that if criminal action is brought 
against Fox it would be for invol- 
mtary manslaughter.

Red Diplomats 
Appear Softer 


But Western Powers Are 
Wary of Soviet Motives 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. 


Western diplomats are trying to 
fathom the motive beneath Rus- 
sia's apparent softening on issues 
that have eadlocked U.N. coun- 
cils for years. ^ 


These 
diplomats. 
who 
have 


learned from experience that the 
Kremlin rarely gives ground on 
one point without trying to regain 
it on another, are lending a wary 
ear to conciliation statements by 
Shief Soviet Delegate Andrei Vish- 
insky and his aides. 


These overtures — which point- 


ly exclude the United States — ap- 
pear aimed at splitting America 
from her allies and winning friends 
for Russia. 


With the current assembly ses- 


sion still in the opening stage, the 
Soviets already have made cooper- 
ative gestures on disarmament, 
Trieste and other issues on which 
they had long been adamant. 


Sign Of A Shift 


First sign of a shift in Soviet 


tactics came two weeks ago when 
Vishinsky offered a disarmament 
plan based largely on the British- 
French proposals which the Rus- 
sians had bitterly rejected only 
four month earlier. 


Pressed by Britain and France 


for concrete evidence as to just 
how far Russia was willing to go 
in agreement with the West, Vish- 
insky offered in general terms to: 
1. Withdraw Russia's long-stand- 
ing demand for an immediate ban 
on atomic weapons and agree to 
start instead with step-by-step re- 
duction of conventional arms. • 


2. Agree to an international dis- 


armament parley if the other pow- 
ers concur. 


3. Agree to inspection of Russia's 


arsenals "to the point necessary to 
insure the implementation of the 
disarmament plan." 


No Answer 


But Vishinksy refused to answer 


directly 
when Britain's Selwyn 


Lloyd asked him whether Russia 
would agree to establishment of a 
control organ empowered to enter 
the nations concerned to see wheth- 
er they are carrying out pro- 


visions of the disarmament plan. 


The climax came when Russia 


made a conditional offere to co- 
sponsor a Western proposal for fur- 
ther negotiation on disarmament 
and atom control. 


U. S. circles have voiced concern 


that one Soviet proviso—to limit 
the committee talks to the Anglo- 
French and Russian plans—would 
bar consideration of American rec- 
ommendations for a control organ 
empowered to ensure compliance 
in arms reduction. 


Vishinsky uncorked another sur- 


prise last week -when he gave an 
approving nod to the West-spon- 
sored Trieste agreement between 
Italy and Yugoslavia. 


These new Russian moves — 


hailed by many neutral powers — 
have placed the West on the de- 
fensive. 


Western delegates realize that if 


they reject the offers, they put 
themselves in the position of hin- 
dering the cause of peace. On the 
other hand, they are fearful of fall- 
ing into a propaganda trap and 
committing themselves to some- 
thing they might later regret.

Issue in Iowa 
Election May Hinge on 
Current Hog? Egg Prices

DBS MOINES i.?i—The price of 


ham and eggs—ham on the hoof, 
that is—is shaping' into an impor- 
tant election day factor in Iowa. 


In the nation's greatest hog pro- 


ducing state, the farmer is getting 
less for hogs while his costs stay 
up. His wife frequently can't break 
even on the eggs she carts to mar- 
ket for pm and household money. 
.Most eggs are bringing 36 to 18 
cents a dozen and that's far less 
than the prices of a year ago. 


Not (jrumbling 


Even though they aren't grum- 


bling- loudly or saying much about 
politics or political reprisals, neith- 
er farmers nor farm wives are 
exactly happy about this turn in 
their financial affairs. 


As a result, the Democrats ex- 


pect to profit at the polls and GOP 
brows are plcnved with lines of 
•worry. 


Democrats profess a glimmering 


hope for electing a governor for 


the first time since 1936 and a 
congressman for the first time 
since 1940. 


Trend or no trend, they expect 


to keep Democrat Guy M. Gillette 
in the Senate. Gillette has proved 
he can win in Iowa when no other 
Democrat can come close. It takes 
Republican votes for him to do it, 
and the senator pulls them in. 


The GOP is challenging this 


formidable opponent with Thomas 
E. Martin, a house member for 16 
years. 


Governor Battle 


Democrat Clyde E. Herring is 


battling it out wiht Republican Leo 
A. Hoegh for the. job Republican 
Gov. William S. Beardsley is va- 
cating after three terms. Herring 
is the son of a former governor and 
U. S. senator; Hoegh is the state's 
attorney general. 


And for the first time in years 


Democrats are putting up a fight 
all down the line for state and 
county offices they used to let go 
by default. 


Six different polls have attempt- 


ed to test the Iowa political winds. 
Gillette is leading in three, Martin 
in three, while Hoegh is in front in 
five and Herring in one. 


Poultry Industry Has Record 
Output of Chickens, Turkeys 


By L. H. SI3IERL 


College of Agriculture 
University of Illinois 


Poultry has been the nation's 


most depressed major agricultural 
enterprise throughout much of this 
year. Although there may be some 
improvement in 1955, profits seem 
likely to continue to be lower than 
normal. 


Most 
poultrymen 
made 
good 


profits in 1953. Perhaps they were 
too good in that they encouraged 
producers to increase their output 
too much this year. This situation 
applies to all three major divisions 
of 
the poultry business—e g g s, 


chickens and turkeys. 


Humpty Dunipty Fall 


Egg production has reached a 


new record high each year for five 
consecutive years. Output this year 
will total about 64.8 billion eggs, up 
five per cent from last year. Re- 
cent prices paid to farmers were 
about one-third lower than those of 
a year before. In September a pro- 
ducer's return from a dozen eggs 
would buy only 8.7 pounds of poul- 
try feed, nearly a. third less than 
average. 


Farmers are raising only about 


two per cent more chickens for 
flock replacements this year than 
they did in 1953. but they got their 
chicks much earlier than usual. 
These pullets are now beginning to 
lay. 
and the prospect is for in- 


creasing monthly supplies during 
the fall and winter. Prices are ex- 
pected to stay well below those of 
a year earlier until next spring. 


Low prices for eggs this fall and 


winter will probably cause farm- 
ers 10 raise fewer chickens for re- 
placements in 1955. and this may 
lead to smaller supplies of eggs in 
the last half of next year. Profits, 
however, seem likely to go below 
average. 


Broiler Business 


Prues for broilers ranged be- 


tween 22 and 25 cents a pound dur- 
ing the first eight months of this 


year, or about three cents below 
those of the year before. With these 
returns the larger, more efficient 
operators were able to pay out-of- 
pocket costs, but many producers 
were dissatisfied with their margin 
of profit. As of mid-September, the 
average price of a pound of farm 
chicken would buy only 3.9 pounds 
of feed, nearly a third less them 
average. 


Despite the low prices received 


this year, broiler production may 
increase slightly in 1955. This busi- 
ness is carried on largely by high- 
ly specialized producers who make 
a full-time job of it. They are often 
financed by. or are in partnership 
with, feed dealers or hatcheryrnen. 
The growers have a big investment 
in buildings and equipment and 
they must stay in business to meet 
overhead costs and earn a labor 
income. Specialized broiler pro- 
ducers are turning out 1.050 mil- 
lion birds this year, about three 
times as many as are other farm- 
ers. 


More Turkeys 


Turkey growers are producing 


about 61 million birds this year. 
This number is nine per cent more 
than were produced last year and 
the same as the record output two 
years ago. The increase over last 
year amounts to six per cent for 
the heavy breds and 16 per cent 
for light breeds. 


Recent prices for turkeys aver- 


aged around 27 to 28 cents a pound, 
about five cents less than a year 
ago. At this price one pound of 
turkey brought enough to buy only 
7 pounds of feed, about one-fourth 
less than average. This low return 
seems likely to bring about a 
small cut in turkey production in 
1955. 


Expect 100 
For Annual 
Short Course 


URBANA—More than 100 Illinois 


farm youth are expected to take 
advantage of an opportunity to go 
to college for six weeks this fall, m 
the University of Illinois Winter 
Short Course in Agriculture, which 
starts Nov. 29. 


On the basis of past enrollment. 


which grew from 78 in 1951 to 104 
last year, H. L.. Sharp, assistant to 
the dean, expects a record number 
of students for this, the fourth, an- 
nual course. 


Students will have 20 practical, 


concentrated farm courses from 
which to choose this year. Sharp 
says. A new course has been added 
this year in farm machinery. All 
courses are taught by regular in- 
structors. 


Anyone over 18 years of age is 


eligible to attend the short course. 
Younger students will be accepted 
if they have graduated from high 
school, and there is no upper limit 
on age, Sharp explains. 


For residents of Illinois, tuition 


for the short course is $20. Besides 
that other fees will amount to 
about $20. not counting cost of 
room and board. Students can live 
in University housing for 542.50 for 
the six weeks. 


Sharp says the short course is a 


concentrated study of agriculture 
designed for students with farm 
backgrounds. It provides an op- 
portunity for Illinois residents who 
are able to get away from the farm 
for a while to keep abreast of agri- 
cultural developments- 


All facilities of the university are 


made available to short course 
students the same as to all other 
university students. 


You can get more information 


on the short course from the farm 
adviser or from the College of Ag- 
riculture, Urbana.

Scene 


With JDI SOMERS 


Lee County Farm Adviser 


I am told that the corn that was 


above water in the flooded area of 
the county is in good condition. 
That which was under water is in 
poor condition. The soybeans are 
naturally going to be damaged 
more than the corn because of the 
nature of their growth. 


The damage to fences, buildings, 


roads, livestock, crops and soil m 
the county is large. Those farmers 
in areas where water stood for any 
length of time will have a consider- 
able cut in yield. 


Although it is not a* dramatic 


as a washed out fence or road, 
the loss of topsoil is our biggest 
loss, since soil is something that 
cannot be readily replaced. It's 
something money won't buy.

tionally in many ways, but the climax of Light's Diamond 
Jubilee undoubtedly will occur during the two-hour coast-to- 
coast television show from 8 to 10 p. m. (CST) on Sunday, 
October 24. 


Almost everyone has heard and read the story of Edisnn 


and his lamp, and how, after more than 1.600 tests of min- 
erals and plants, a cotton thread from his wife's sewing bas- 
ket, carbonized and bent in horseshoe form inside one of his 
sealed glass bulbs, was the key to success.

Many may not know that Edison wasn't content to rest 


on his lamp invention laurels. He envisioned whole cities 
lighted by electricity, and within five years he had built a 
complete prototype of the electrical industry and established 
it as an operating utility in a section of New York's financial 
district. 


This proved a great undertaking since it was necessary 


for Edison to invent various devices including junction boxes 
and terminal devices needed to complete the installation as 
the need for them arose. 


Out of the depths of Edison's genius was conceived and 


produced a revolutionary generator whose 90 per cent effi- 
ciency rating astounded the scientific world of 1879. With 
a converted warehouse as his power plant, Edison used this 
generator in the pioneer Pearl Street Station to produce 
enough electricity to light 400 incandescent lamps in the 
heart of New York City. 


It may not be so well-known that Edison's inventions 


also include a design for a "multiple circuit" wiring system 
which permitted each lamp to burn independently, plus the 
introduction of insulation and cable, fuses and meters, 
switches and sockets—in fact the multiplicity of devices nec- 
essary to provide electric light economically and efficiently 


Edison summed up his success simply. He said, "I have 


accomplished all I promised." And a grateful world still 
echoes to the clicking "ayes" of billions of electric switches 
flicked to do man's bidding.

QUESTION: I am a farm oper- 


ator. I understand that farm oper- 
ators are now covered by social 
security. Is there anything I must 
do immediately? 


ANSWER: Farm opeiators start 


earning credits for social security 
beginning Jan. 1. 1955. In general 
you will report your income and 
pay the social security tax for the 
year 1955 in the first part of 1956 
when you file your 1955 income tax 
return. For those few people who 
operate on a fiscal year the report 
will be made immediately follow- 
ing the close of the fiscal year 
ending after Jan. 1, 1955. You will 
need a social security card. Get 
one from your nearest Social Se- 
curity office.

Travel Program 


Foreign Travel club members at- 


tending ihe first meeting of this 
season, Oct. 14. in Loveland Com- 
munity House, enjoyed a program 
presented by Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Lohse. Dixon, who visited the In- 
ternational Horticultural Exhibit in 
Hamburg. Germany, last summer. 
The speakers were introduced by 
Mrs. Otto Schade. chairman of the 
program committee. 


Lohse, owner of a Dixon land- 


scape and nursery business, had 
previously given the same talk at 
the convention of National Land- 
scape - Nurserymen's Association, 
of which he is a member. His 
business interests and a desire to 
revisit the city of his birth where 
his mother and brothers still live, 
led him to attend the Hamburg 
Exhibition. The Lohses travelled 
from Chicago to Europe by plane 
and he commented on the flowers 
and landscaping surrounding Euro- 
pean airports, contrasting them 
with the strictly utilitarian aspect 
of American air fields. 


The Horticultural Exhibition was 


held on grounds adjoining the Ham- 
burg Botanical Gardens and was 
so arranged as to form a part of 
the gardens. Kodochrome pictures 
showed a luxurious display of for- 
mal landscapes and beautiful color. 
All flowers familiar to Americans 
were on display as were small 
fruits, ornamental trees and other 
interesting features. 


Exotic plants from warmer coun- 


tries were shown in conservatories, 
and the Japanese exhibit, Spartan 
in simplicity, making beauty with 
a few small things in Japanese 
fashion, was restful after the lav- 
ishness of other sections. 


Noted for Research 


Hamburg, where Lohse served 


his apprenticeship to his profes- 
sion, is noted for horticultural re- 
search and for its love of flowers. 
Every house is surrounded by 
flowers, people carry them in their 
hands through the streets and the 
Children's Dance given in sum- 
mer in the parks is really a Dance 
of Flowers. The Hamburg ceme- 
tery is more park than 
burial 


ground. 


The Lohses did not limit them- 


selves to horticulture. An enorm- 
ous amount of building is being 
done in Hamburg and they brought 
pictures showing fine new houses, 
humbler cottages, and big housing 
projects, financed by the govern- 
ment, resembling those in the 
United States. From the rural re- 
gions there were pictures of new 
farm buildings and roads. 


There were signs of prosperity 


in country and town. Stores were 
as liberally stocked as in the Unit- 
ed States, with prices much the 
same with a few exceptions. Ger- 
man women, Mrs. Lohse found, do 
not work nearly as hard in their 
homes as do American women of 
corresponding financial s t a t u s . 
Every middle class home she en- 
tered employed a house maid; 
such servants are paid only S15 a 
month. 


Chief Distress 


The chief distress in Hamburg 


is due to lack of sufficient housing; 
this, in spite of the great amount 
of new construction. 


After 
leaving 
Germany, 
the 


Lohses visited nursery and seed 
centers in Holland. Their Holland 
pictures showed narrow winding 
streets in ancient towns that are 
in perpetual shadow of the tall 
buildings that wall them in; pic- 
tures also were of wide-breeched, 
wooden shoed Dutchmen on a quay 
•with the masts of many ships toss- 
ing in the background; and one 
blue glimpse of the Zuider Zee. 


Mrs. Lohse brought to the meet- 


ing many gifts and purchases ob- 
tained in Germany.

Rowland said he went to Chicago 


to find a lawyer when he jumped 
bail two weeks ago but explained 
he wanted to talk to his mother be- 
fore surrendering when the author- 
ities found him hiding under a 
blanket behind a sofa in his girl 
friend's house last week. 


Judge Bracken heard conflicting 


testimonies in Rowland's hearing 
today. Hughes, his employer, said 
he was "steady and dependable," 
his mother said he was "wonderful 
to her," Public Defender Scriven 
said he didn't seem like the "vi- 
cious type," and Bales added. "He 
has a bad record with himself, his 
town and his mother."

Baseball Era Died When A's Sold 


First of thre* 


By RALPH BERNSTEIN 


PHILADELPHIA <» — A base- 


ball era died when the Philadelphia 
Athletics passed from control of 
the Mack family. The name of 
Mack meant as much to many 
baseball fans — young and old — 
as did that of any star of the 
game. 


Cornelius McGUlicuddy, known 


the world over as Connie Mack, 
started the Athletic* as an Ameri- 
can League team in 1901, and for 
50 years, until he stepped down 
as 
team manager, the tall, 


straight-backed son of a bootmak- 
er breathed life into his beloved 
club. 
From the time the erand old 


man gave up his managerial du- 
ties, the club rapidly went down 
hill financially. He remained as 
president, turning over the busi- 
ness operations to his three sons— 
Roy, Earle and Connie Jr. Then 
young Connie stepped out, leaving 
Roy and Earle. 


Today only Roy remains and he 


holds only a one-ninth interest fol- 
lowing the reorganization in which 
a syndicate of eight Philadelphia 
business men took control in an 
effort to keep the A's in the 
Quaker City. 


The fttory of the Philadelphia 


Athletics necessarily in the story 
of one man. Connie Mark. His 
genius as a baseball leader pro- 
duced some of the greatest teams 
of all time. Vet. by the same 
token, his failure to recognize 
new trends led to the destruction 
of the thing he loved best all 
his life—the Athletics. 
For the better part of their 54- 


year history they have been either 
-hampion or doormat. Philadelphia 
won nine American League pen- 
nants and live world champion- 
ships. On the other hand, the A's 
finished in the second division 31 
times. IS in last place. 


The A's became a reality in 1901 


when Ban Johnson decided 
to 


move his independent m i n o r 


league into the big time. He chose 
Mack, a former Pittsburgh Pirates 
catcher and manager of the Mil- 
waukee team, to take over the 
American League's battle against 
the National League in Philadel- 
phia. 


The SS-year-old Mack brought 


IT years of baseball experience to 
his new job. He acquired one 
quarter oC the original 500 share* 
for an estimated $10.000. The bal- 
ance of the stock went to a 
wealthy Cleveland man. Charles 
Somers. Before the first season 
ended. Benjamin Shibe, a sport- 
i"K goods manufacturer in Phil- 
adelphia, bought out Somers. 
The A's won their first pennant 


in 1902, despite loss of the great 
second baseman. Napoleon LaJoie, 
and four other stars, under a rul- 
ing by the Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court. Mack had raided the Na- 
tional League for the players and 
the senior circuit obtained an in- 
junction. The first of many Mack- 
developed 
stars, 
the 
eccentric 


pitcher. Rube Waddell. helped the 
A's take 
their 
first 
American 


League flag. There was no world 
series then. 


It wasn't until 1905 that the A's 


won again. This time, the late 
Albert (Chief) Bender was the 
backbone of the team. The Chief 
pitched the Athletics to their 
only victory—a shutout—in the 
World Series against the New 
York 
Giants. 
Cii.intV 
hurlcrs 


blanked the A's four times. 
The year 1910 brought the first 


of the fabulous Athletics teams. 
The $100.000 infield, 
became a 


household word. Stuffy Mclnnis. 
Eddie Collins. Jack Barry and 
Frank (Home Run i Baker graced 
the infield from first to third re- 
spectively. On the mound. Bender, 
Eddie Plank and Jack Combs were 
wheeling pitches past 
befuddled 


hitters. 


The A's won the pennant and 


the World Series in 1910 and 1911. 
In 1012. with what Mack always 
has regarded as his best team; 


they finished third behind the Bos- 
ton Red 
Sox and 
Washington 


Senators. But they stormed back 
in 1913 and 1914. 


The year 1914, is best remem- 


bered in baseball as the year of 
the Miracle Braves. Boston trailed 
by 11 games on the Fourth of 
July, but came on to win the Na- 
tional league pennant. The ex- 
perts didn't concede the Braves 
a chance against Mack's proud 
Athletics in the series. But when 
the dust had settled over the 
1914 
world championship, 
the 


Braves had scalped the A's four 
games to none. 
Mack was so nettled and flab- 


bergasted by this humiliating de- 
feat he startled the baseball world 
by breaking up his team. He start- 
ed by selling Collins to Chicago for 
S50.000, In three years the entire 
team was gone at a total price of 
$180,000.

Dreyer was declared the winner 


on TKO when Tiscareno went down 
for the third time as the bell ended 


the first round. Before quiet was 
restored. Dreyer's manager and 
second were suspended, referee 
Petey Scalzo pleaded, "Don't put 
me on the spot." The 1,000 or so 
spectatoi-s. along with the tele- 
vision audience, weren't quite sure 
exactly what had happened.
